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In response to the communication dated June 16, 2004 (copy enclosed), applicants submit 
the following remarks. 
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Remarks 

In the Notice to Comply with Requirements for Patent Applications Containing 
Nucleotide and/or Amino Acid Sequences dated June 16, 2004, applicants were asked to 
amend the Sequence Listing to include Formula III, which is recited in the specification 
and in claims 270 and 271 . It is applicants' position that Formula III is a formula and not 
a specific amino acid sequence of the type that falls under the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 
§L821-1 .825. That Formula III is a formula and not a specific amino acid sequence of 
the type that falls under the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §1.821-1.825 is evident from the 
claims. For example, claim 270 recites that A2 is "an amino acid sequence" and that A4 
is "an amino acid sequence having a net anionic charge". Thus, neither A2 nor A3 can be 
represented by an amino acid in accordance with WIPO Standard ST.25 (1998). 

In view of the forgoing, Applicant respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the 
requirement that Formula III be placed in the Sequence Listing and withdraw the Notice 
to Comply with Requirements for Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide and/or 
Amino Acid Sequences dated June 16, 2004. Applicants believe that the claims are in 
condition for allowance.
